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Report of the Superintending School Committee 
of the town of Brookline, for the year ending Mar. 1, 
1881.

The sum of $1 12815 was appropriated for schools the last 
year. The aggregate No. of weeks of school was 160, 3-5. 

128 scholars were enrolled by the several teachers; and the 
Selectmen enumerated 196, who were entitled to the privileges 
of the schools. Average wages of teachers per month $27 83. 

Twelve teachers have been employed in the public schools the 
past year, two only of whom had previously taught in this town, 
to wit:— Miss Alice C. Taggart and Miss Emma L. Vandyke. 
Five had had no previous experience in teaching, to wit :— 

Miss Ida L. Hodgman, Miss Susie P, Wood, Miss Eva G. C. 
Wheelock, Miss Lane, and Miss Carrie E. Richardson. 

The Prudential Committee of the several districts have been 
fortunate in obtaining teachers with two exceptions, whose suc- 
cess has generally been equal to my expectations, and I think 
also, that their labors have been as satisfactory as at any previous 
year. The schools, as all are ready to admit, are far from being 
in a satisfactory condition or a credit to the town ;—but how 
shall we improve them ? is the question which should be carefully 
considered by every citizen. I have so often alluded to the many 
obsticles in the way of obtaining a satisfactory standing of our 
schools, and the necessary means or methods to overcome them, 
that I should deem it an act of supererogation for me at least, to 
elaborate to any extent the ideas heretofore expressed, I therefore 
close this report by adding the following statistical matter.
